He 
expressed the opinion this will 
prevent defective cylinders in 
the future.

been recommended by Pratt & 
Whitney. 

Harris said the tolerance re- 
duction had not been made pre- 
viously “because we thought it 
applied only in cases of hold- | 
down stud failures.”

2. Mrs. Eisenhower's sister, 
Mrs. Gordon Moore of Wash- 
ington, arrived here late yes- 
terday to spend her fifty-third 
birthday tomorrow with Mrs.

WEST GERMANY’S TRADE 
SHOWS DEFICIT IN AUGUST 


FRANKFURT, Oct. 5 (AP)— 
West Germany registered a 
$31,000,000 foreign trade deficit 
in August and its first payment 
balance went $7,000,000 in the 
red for the first time in three 
years, the federal bank an- 
nounced today 

Total imports in August were 
$2,033,000,000 and exports $2.- 
002,000,000. This was the sec- 
ond trade deficit since January 
1953. The other deficit oc- 
_curred last April. 

In the period June-August 
this year, the West German 
trade surplus was only $68,- |

Marshal Scie d Vic- 
tor Over Mussolini’s 
Troops, Communists 
in Postwar Battles. 


ATHENS, Oct. 58 (AP)— 
Greece's Premier Marshal 
Alexander Papagos, victor over 
Mussolini's legions in World 
War II and the Communists in 
post-war battles, died last night 
following a lung hemorrhage. 
He was 71 years old. 

His death threatened Greece 
with the possibility of a serious 
political crisis. 

The marshal had been con- 
fined to his home since January 
with gastric troubles resulting 
from World War II imprison- 
ment in a Nazi camp. A report 
a month ago said he was im- 
proving and soon would be able 
to resume active leadership of 
the government. His condition 
began to deterioriate Monday 
night and he began losing blood 
yesterday morning. 

Transfusions in Vain. 

“Blood transfusions and hem- 
ostatics proved of no avail, and 
the marshal died at 11:35 p.m. 
having kept full consciousness 
until the last moment,” a medi- 
cal bulletin said. 

Members of the Premier's 
conservative Greek Rally party 
planned to meet after his fu- 
weral Friday in an effort to 
reweld party unity and settle 
on a successor. 

The party, a coalition of var- 
fous political groups, had come 
near to dissolution in the 
months since the Premier's ill- 
ness robbed it of much of his 
unifying influence. Only yester- 
day Papagos had nominated 
Foreign Minister Stephan 
Stephanopolous to be  provi- 


sional Premier curing his ill- 


ness but this automatically 


ceased with the Premier's death. | 


Because a general election 
would mean the end of the 
party, political observers ex- 
pected its diverse elements to 
subordinate their individual 
ambitions in an effort to agree 
on a new Premier. 

United States officials in 
Washington were distressed to 
hear of Papagos’s death. Ameri- 
cans who had dealt with him 
regarded him highly and found 
him very friendly to the United 
States. The Americans also 
feared the effects on the coun- 
try if a struggle for power de- 
veloped 

Fought Mussolini. 


Papagos was chief of the 
army general staff when Mus- 
solini threw his forces into 


Greece Oct. 28, 1940. Dictator 
John Metaxas named him com- 
mander of al] Greek forces and 
his troops scored repeated vic- 
tories over the Italians until 
Nazi Panzer divisions from 
Yugoslavia and Bulgaria in- 
vagded in the spring of 1941. 
Eight years later Papagos 
took command of the three- 


year-old war against the Com- #3 
munist guerrillas in the north- 3) 
ern mountains of Greece.

Subsequently he formed his 
Rally party in an effort to end 
the governmental instability 
resulting from Greece's multi- 
party system. In the 1951 elec- 
tions the marshal’s faction won 
the biggest group of seats in 
parliament but not a majority 
In elections the next vear the 
Rally scored a smashing vic- 
tory, filling 214 of the 300 seats

Academy Reverses June 
Recommendation That 
Shots Be Discontinued. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 5 (AP)—The 


executive board of the Ameri- 
can Academy of Pediatrics to- 
day reversed its June recom- 
mendation that vaccination with 
the Salk polio vaccine be dis- 
continued. 

The board, governing group 
of 4000 doctors of children 
throughout the country, 
proved the “resumption” of 
vaccination “in the priority age 
groups established by respon- 
sible authorities at state and 
territorial levels.” 

The board took action at the 
academy's annual meeting after 
hearin ga report from the acad- 
emy’s committee on the control 
of infectious diseases. 

That committee, headed by 
Dr. Aims C. McGuinness of 
Washington, D.C:, declared in 
its report: 

“In view of the information 
made available to the commit- 
tee by the United States pub- 
lic health service. and by 
others, which indicates a trend 
in favor of protection against 
paralytic poliomyelitis in recip- 
ients of poliomyelitis vaccine; 
in view of recent improvements 
in production, and in the con- 
trol and testing of such vaccine; 
the committee approves the 
resumption of vaccination 
against poliomyelitis in the 
priority age groups established

Haberdashery Venture — Mr. 
Truman Enters Jackson County 
Politics With Pendergast Back- 
ing—Election to Senate.

] RETURNED to civilian life on May 6, 1919. I was 
thirty-five years old. 

Bess Wallace and I decided to go ahead with 
our plans for marriage, and we set the day, June 28, 
1919, less than eight weeks after I was discharged 
from the Army. We were married in the Trinity 
Episcopal Church in Independence. After a wedding 
trip to Chicago and Port Huron, Michigan, we re- 


turned to live at 219 North Delaware Street in 
Independence. : 


In the meantime, Eddie Jacobson and I made plans to 
open a men's furnishing goods store in Kansas City. Eddie | 
Jacobson is as fine a man as ever walked. He had worked 
with me in the successful operation of the canteen at Camp 
Doniphan, and because that had been such a profitable ex- 
perience on limited capital, we felt that we might do well 
in a business partnership. The idea of a haberdashery was 
Eddie’s, and it was agreed that he would be the buyer and 
that I would act as salesman. 


Business Good Till G.O.P. Took Over. 


We pooled our savings and raised the additional capital 
required to lease a building on 12th Street near the Muehle- 
bach Hotel and lay in a complete stock of merchandise. I 
had a sale of equipment and stock on the farm that netted 
me over $15,000 which I immediately invested in the store. 
We bought $35,000 worth of merchandise, and by fall we 
were open for business. 


This was a period of genera! prosperity. During the 
first year of operation we sold over $70,000 worth of mer- 
chandise and had a good return on our investment. Our 
second year began well too. In 1921, however, after the 
Republicans took over the U.S. Government under thé Presi- 
dency of Warren G. Harding, Andrew Mellon was made 
Secretary of the Treasury. He immediately started a “wring- 
ing-out” proces$ which put farm prices down to an all-time 
low, raised interest rates and “put labor in its place.” 


On January 1, 1921, Jacobson and I had a $35,000 in- 
ventory at cost. And this figure was sound. We actually 
had a chance to sell out at inventory price about this time, 
but we refused. Before the year was out values had fallen 
so greatly that on January 1, 1922, the value of that inven- 
tory had shrunk to less than $10,000. Our creditors and the 
banks we owed began to press us, and when we closed out 
later in 1922, we were hopelessly in debt. 


Much of our stock of goods had been purchased from 
Kansas City concerns, and both Eddie and I wanted every 
creditor to receive every possible dollar. In fact, we in- 
tended to pay every creditor in full as soon as we were able, 
notwithstanding any settlement that might 
them. We consulted an attorney, Phineas 
Kansas City. 


Settlement With Creditors: Other Debts. 


be made with 
Rosenberg of 


Rosenberg wrote to each merchandise creditor stating 
the financial condition of the partnership and explaining that 
existing economic conditions were causing our business to 
suffer losses. He also notified them, at our direction, that 
both Jacobson and I wished to avoid further losses to credi- 
tors and wished also to avoid all expense incident to liqui- 
dation so as to give our creditors all that remained in the 
business without deductions of any kind. Without exception, 
the merchants in whose debt we were, agreed to this settle- 
ment. The stock of the store was closed out, and payments 


were made on the various accounts in accordance with the ~ 


agreement. Jacobson and I, however, continued thereafter to 
make payments on the various accounts from time to time 


until all of them were settled in full. 


There were other debts too. We were committed at 
the time for bank loans which we had negotiated in the 
operation of our business. We were committed also for the 
balance of the rental for the store which we had originally 
leased for five years. The bank loans were not included in 
the settlement with the merchandise creditors because‘t was 
agreed that these loans should be repaid dollar for dollar, 
whereas the merchandise creditors had already made profits 
from previous sales to our firm. 


Neither Jacobson nor I wished to go into bankruptcy as 
s0 many were doing during that period. We both wanted to 
pay all the indebtedness in full. Still, we did not find that 
easy, for our incomes were not large. Mine, in fact, was 
very limited, for it was in the fall of that year that I en- 
tered local politics, and Jacobson’s was not large although 
he had been able to obtain employment as a salesman. From 
time to time we made such payments as we could on these 
accounts. It was a struggle for both of us during the next 
several years, and in February, 1925, Jacobson finally found 
himself unable to withstand the pressure. He was forced to 
file a petition in bankruptcy. Among his debts he listed 
the note which, at that time, stood at $5,600. As a result 
of this development, there were those who tried to force 
me into bankruptcy at the same time. I resisted, however, 
and continued to make such payments as I could. 


Bank Loans Finally Paid Off in Full. 


In the meantime, the whole affair became complicated by 
the fact that the Security State Bank, which had made the 
loan originally, had itself run into financial difficulties. Its 
assets were taken over by the Continental National Bank, 
and our note was included among these transferred assets. 
In December, 1923, a suit was filed on behalf of the bank to 
recover on the note, although it was not until April 30, 
1929, that judgment for $8,944.78 in principal and interest was 
recorded in favor of the Security State Bank agzinst both 
Jacobson and myself. 

Matters became even more involved when the Conti- 
nental National Bank got itself into trouble financially, and 
its liquidation was in progress for several years. During 
this period certain of the assets, including notes, securities, 
and other property, were sold by the receiver for various 
small sums at the order of the court. Among these was our 
note which, by court order, was sold for $1000. My brother 
Vivian purchased it at that price. Meanwhile, the 160-acre 
farm which I had deeded to the bank as security had been 
taken over. : 

Our other lender, the Twelfth Street, or Baltimore Bank, 
had made us a $2,500 loan in January, 1922. Complete records 
of this loan and of the subsequent payments and renewals 
have been preserved in the bank's files, and they show that 
during 1922, 1923 and 1924, long after the close of the haber- 
dashery store, we reduced the indebtedness by namerous 
payments, some as small as twenty-five dollars, until, with a 
final payment of $200 in December, 1924, we discharged that 
obligation in full. 

This was a hard experience for me, at the age of thirty- 
eight, to fail in a business venture in which I had invested a 
considerable amount of money and time. I have since come 
to realize that thousands of others went through similar

When the time came for the Pendergast organization 
to indorse someone as candidate for Eastern judge in 1922, 
a meeting was held at 26th and Prospect Streets with repre- 
sentatives from every township in the county. Jim’s father, 
Mike Pendergast, informed the gentlemen there that he 
thought it would be a good thing for them to support me 
as that candidate. He said I was a returned soldier, a captain 
“whose men didn’t want to shoot him!” 

The judges of these Missouri county courts are not 
judges in the usual sense since the court is an administrative, 
not a judicial body.

Decision to Act on Mike Pendergast’s Suggestion. 


For years my father and other members of our family 
had been interested in county affairs. My father had been 
road overseer in Washington Township, where the farm is 
located, from 1910 until the time of his death in 1914, and I 
had succeeded him. I had also been postmaster of Grandview 
before World War I, and at every election, from 1906 on, 
I had been Democratic clerk. I was familiar with. local 
politics, and Mike Pendergast’s Suggestion appealed to me. 
I told him that I would like to run. 

The failure of our business followed, and when the time 
came in 1922, I filed for Eastern Judge. Even with Mike 
Pendergast’s backing it was far from certain that I could 
win the nomination. The primary campaign was a very bitter 
fight. There were five candidates: A banker named Emmett 
Montgomery from Blue Springs who had the support of the 
Shannon faction, known as the “Rabbits”; a road overseer 
by the name of Tom Parent, who had the support of the 
Bulger faction; James Compton, who had been Eastern Judge

The Fund Affirms 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Board of Directors of The 
Fund for the Republic has consid- 
ered a statement issued by Seaborn 
P. Collins, National Commander of 
the American Legion, in which he 
criticized the aims and work of the 
Fund. The board is concerned that 
the Commander of the Legion should 
be misinformed, and should misin- 
form others, about the purposes and 
program of the Fund. 

Since its inception the board has 
regarded the sphere of the Fund as 
including the entire field of freedom 
and civil rights and has taken as its 
basic charter the Declaration of In- 
dependence and the Constitution. 
From the beginning the Board has 
held that the major factor affecting 
civil liberties today is the menace of 
Communism and communist influ- 
ence in this country. 

* * + 

Coupled with this threat is the 

grave danger to civil liberties in 
methods that may be used to meet 
the threat. The Fund has financed 
research on a large scale into the 
extent and nature of the internal 
Communist menace and its effect on 
our community and institutions. 
. We hope to make a contribution to 
the better understanding of effective 
procedures for dealing with the Com- 
munist menace while at the same 
time strengthening the American 
traditions of liberty and freedom. 

The areas on which the board has 
long since decided to concentrate its 
attention are: 

1. Restrictions and assaults upon 
academic freedom. 

2. Due process and equal protec- 
tion of the laws. 

3. The protection of the rights of 
minorities. 

4. Censorship, 
blacklisting activities

5. The principle of-guilt by asso- 
ciation and application in the

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Security and Scientists 

An alarming forecast on national security a 
few years hence has been made by a high Ad- 
ministration official who is in excellent position 
to know whereof he speaks. Chairman Lewis L. 
Strauss of the. Atomic Energy Commission warns 
that the lagging rate at which scientists are 
being developed in the United States will be- 
come a national calamity a generation from now 
with our security and freedom imperiled “in an 
age of expanding dependence upon science and 
technology.” 

Undoubtedly most of the members of the 
Atomic Industrial Forum, before whom he spoke, 
were aware of the shortcomings that he stressed. 
A great many scientists, educators, military men 
and Government officials have made similar warn- 
ings. Many of them estimate that the danger is 
closer than Mr. Strauss believes it to be. Cer- 
tainly no one should be ignorant of the sad facts 
that Soviet Russia is producing more scientists 
than we are and that our critical shortage of en- 
gineers and scientists is a grave threat to our 
national security. 

In addition to being too few, scientists are 
discouraged from entering government work 
by the atmosphere of suspicion aroused by un- 
wise methods of security investigation. Some 
idea of this was conveyed to Congress last week 
when John B. Phelps of Yale University, a 
spokesman for the Federation of American Scien- 
tists, told a Senate Civil Service subcommittee 
that the Administration's security program ‘to 
some extent made junior Einsteins reluctant to 
join Government service.” 

As an example of what a “junior Einstein” 
must bear in mind there is the outstanding case 
of Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer. He was denied 
security clearance last year on such tenuous 
grounds that the: scientific community seethed 
with indignation. And the central figure in 
the prosecution was Chairman Lewis L. Strauss 
of the AEC. 

It is an open question whether a personne! 
board would bring in today the Oppenheimer 
judgment which was brought in a year ago. But 
it is worth remembering that our national wel- 
fare demands not only an adequate supply of 
scientists but an intelligent way of maintaining 
security standards when they are employed in 
government.

‘ The Foundation Pian is the outcome of a long 
process of study and debate by citizens and the 
General Assembly. It sets up a much improved 
method of distributing state aid to local school 
districts, and is aimed at establishing for each 
school child in the state a basic minimum of ex- 
penditures, jointly financed by local taxpayers 
and the state. 

But Missouri cannot afford to regard this new 
plan as just a way of increasing the state's con- 
tribution to local education. The Hawkins Joint 
Legislative Education Study Committee, which 
developed the Foundation Plan on the basis of a ° 
citizens’ Commission's earlier work, regarded 
this plan as only one part of a broader task. The 
broader task is to complete the fundamental re- 
organization of school districts begun with pas- 
sage of a reorganization law in 1948, 

Since 1948, the number of districts in Mis- 
souri has been reduced from 8700 to less than 
4000. Yet Missouri still has more districts than 
any other state. There are still some 3000 three- 
director elementary (common school) districts, 
many of them operating one-room schools with 
less than a dozen pupils. Most of them are inef- 
ficient, many subsist largely on state aid with a 
minimum of local tax contribution. They consti- 
tute 75 per cent of the state's school districts, 
but educate only about 8 per cent of the children. 

The last General Assembly, in addition to sub- 
mitting the Foundation Plan and cigarette tax to 
the voters, adopted other legislation intended to 
stimulate reorganization of school districts. Cer- 
tainly that task should have top priority now 
that a new school aid program looking toward 
increased state contributions is going into effect. 

Better schools depend not only on more state 
aid, but on the most efficient utilization of all 
school finance resources.

Fourteen persons have died in the past 23 days 
as a result of traffic accidents in St. Louis. If 
this rate is maintained for the rest of the year, 
according to the Safety Council of Greater St 
Louis, the city’s traffic safety record for 1955 
will be one of the worst “in years.” 

This is the time of year when traffic accidents 
mount. Children crossing dangerous streets on 
the way to school, twilight falling on heavy 
homeward bound traffic and streets skiddy with 
wet autumn leaves all increase the risks. Pedes- 
trians and motorists both will have to take added 
care and all police departments should remind 
themselves that and relentless enforce- 
ment of traffic regulations always saves lives, 


The object of the hearing is to find where 
the fault lay and thus to prevent accidents origi- 
nating from the same cause in the future.

And, since dollars are scarce, if he buys 
from the United States on this sub- 
sidized basis, the loser inevitably is the 
Canadian farmer, who in open competi- 
tion with the United States farmer 
would generally get the business. 

To an increasing extent, ‘the United 
States Government is either giving away 
its crops or making the buyer an in- 
definite loan, by holding his local cur- 
rency instead of taking dollars in pa’ 
ment The effect must be to reduce 
Canadian exports, by a process which 
certainly is not ordinary commercial 
competition, fair or otherwise It 
the use of the economic power of the 
American Government 

These are the facts of which Mr. Ben- 
son displays no understanding what- 
ever. It is impossible to believe that, 
if he or his colleagues understood how 
he is exporting his difficulties to a 
friendly neighbor, they would persist 
Canadian ministers have tried before to 
explain and have obtained only a polite 
recognition of Canada’s interest. The 
situation is now too critical for that to 
be good enough 

In Mr. Pearson, at least, there is one 
man capable of telling the Americans 
his mind.

THE CALL FROM CALLE MORENO 
Flores. (Doubleday, 351 pos. $3.95.)

knows the supreme thrill of these three 
words. The brace of dogs is unleashed 
and the trial is under way. Another 
chapter in bird dog history is unfolding 
before the eyes of the judges, handlers, 
and gallery. 

Two of the outstanding authorities of 
dogdom, William F. Brown and Nash 
Buckingham, have collaborated in pro- 
ducing the book, “National Field Trial 
Champions.” Brown is the editor of The 
American Field, recognized as the field 
trials official organ, and Buckingham is 
noted for his writings and outstanding 
work in the conservation field. Both of 
these men are major field trial judges 
of many years experience. 

The National had its beginning in the 
year 1896 at West Point, Miss. Count 
Gladstone 1V was the winner. An out- 
break of smallpox occurred in this small 
Southern town during 1900 and the No- 
tional Field Trial was moved to Grard 
Junction, Tenn., where it has remainc4 
until this day. There were 11 starter> 
the first year the National was held. In

The National is a gruelling 3-hour 
test that requires sparkling style, stami- 
na, and almost incredible endurance. 
Moreover, the rules require that, to be 
eligible to enter, a dog must have won 
first place in an Open All-Age Stake or 
an Open Derby of not less than one 
hour of running time.

Queen’s Own Party. 


For weeks, even months, his 
majesty’s henchmen have made | 
ready for his two-day visit, a_ 
visit which has been repeated 
annually for 77 years except 
for the duration of two world 
wars.

Prophet Departs.

There are several streams in | 
the Ozarks, such as portions of | 
the Current and the Eleven 
Points rivers, where the gigging 
regulations are flagrantly vio- | 
lated. There are a few counties 
where the commission has been | 
unable to secure a conviction | 
when the giggers are taken to 
court. The jury simply files out 
and files in with a “not guilty” 
verdict, and in these counties 
conservation agents do not seem 
too ardent in apprehending the 
Violators. Convictions are next 
to impossible and a multipilicity 
of arrests only engenders more 
ill-feeling toward the commis- 
sion. 

Earlier Season Favored. 

Most of the fish-spearing en- 
thusiasts who live in proximity 
to the Ozark streams fee] that 
they are discriminated against | 


in favor of the “sport” fisher- 
men. Most of them contend | 
that the three-month season 


gives them very little oppor- 
tunity to enjoy their sport, Al- 
though the regulations specify 
that gigging is legal between 
the hours of 12 noon and 12 
midnight, only the. after-dark 
hours are utilized by most of 
the giggers. They say that in 
the three months when spear- 
ing is pérmitted very few of 
the nights are suitable for their 
pastime. The waters are spring- 
fed, and, due to a thermal min- 
gling of the air currents on the 


Water's surface, the  water- 
courses are heavily shrouded 
with fog. 


Many of the giggers are of 
the opinion that a spring-sum- 
mer season, when the rough fish 
are shoaling, would be admira- 
ble for their activities. Since 
rough fish are the only legal 
fish that may be taken, they 
argue that they are helping 
gamé fish by reducing competi- 
tion, They point to the fact that 
other states spend thousands of 
dollars for carp removal and 
that they can not be adequately 
harvested by hook-and-line 
methods and that gigging is the 
only sure way of keeping a 
balance between rough and 
game fish in the streams, They 
also maintain that part of No- 
vember and most of December 
is too cold for the enjoyment of 
the sport; that ice will form on 
the cord and gig handle, and 
the season, as set by the com- 
mission, would be pleasing only 
to the Eskimos 

In the Ozark streams red- 
horse suckers are very abun- 
dant. They often make up 40 to 
90 per cent of the larger fish 
in a stream, and the overall 
average is about 25 per cent. It 
would be interesting to see 
whether they would increase to 
a predominant species on some 
test stream if gigging were en- 
tirely prohibited 

Argument Against Gigging. 

Some anglers who oppose 
spearing fish maintain that gig- 
gers take game fish and kill 
and waste lots of fish that es- 
cape from their spears. They 
are often accused of taking jack 
salmon from the deep holes 
during the winter months-when 
the fish are semi-dormant. The 
anglers argue that the game fish 
have the option of taking a lure 
or ignoring it, but that they 
have no choice when a flashing 
spear in the hands of an expert 
is cast their way. Giggers coun- 
er by saying that even the ex- 
pert gigger does not score on a 
majority of the casts, and that 
the bait caster with his multi- 
hooked lure has a much better 
chance of landing the fish than 
the gigger has of impaling it on 
his spear. 

The old pine basket, made by 
a local blacksmith, furnished a 
gigging light in days gone by. 
It has largely been replaced by 
gasoline torches that hang from 
the prow or sides of the boat 
and cast a glow on the sandy 
shores and rocky bluffs. On 
some stretches of the Ozark 
streams the giggers are now 
using generators that produce 
their own electricity and light 
up the entire countryside—rem- 
iniscent of a floating showboat. | 

But to gig or not to gig and 
when to gig will continue to be 
a highly controversial subject. 
In the 10 years between 1940 
and 1950, 17 changes were made 
in the gigging regulations and 
all of them merely served to 
make the centroversial fires | 
flame a little higher and to 
bring forth more arguments— 
Ozark style, that is. This year 
does not promise to be any ex- 
ception,

by appointment once and who had been trying to be elected | 
ever since: George Shaw, a road contractor, who was honest 
(very unusual for a contractor of county business in Jackson 
County at that time) and who had been broken by the Bulger 
Court; and myself, who had the support of the “Goats,” or 
Pendergast faction. 


I had an old Dodge roadster which was a very rough 
rider. I kept two bags of cement in the back end of it so 
it would not throw me through the windshield while driving 


on our terrible county roads. I went into every township— 
there were seven of them—and into every precinct in the 
county in the Eastern District. Luckily I had relatives all 


over the county, and through my wife I was related to 
many more. 


When the votes were counted, I had a plurality of nearly 
300. Mr. Shannon said the voters preferred a busted merchant 
to a prosperous banker. Most people were broke, and they 
sympathized with a man in politics who admitted his financial 
condition. 

The election that followed was a walk-away. All the 
Democrats on the ticket won in the county, although we three 
Judges of the County Court promptly began a factional 


fight among ourselves. The Presiding Judge was a member 
of the Shannon faction—the “Rabbits.” The other District 
Judge and I were “Goats,” and we promptly took all the 
jobs. We ran the county, but we ran it carefully and on an 
economy basis. 


In 1924, I ran for re-election as Eastern Judge. The 
Democratic Party in the county split over the fect that the 
Shannon faction thought it had not obtained a fair division 
of the jobs, and I was defeated by 864 votes. I was defeated 
by the old harness-maker, Henry Rummel, who had made 
the beautiful set of harnesses for my brother and me when 
we were children. This was the only defeat I ever suffered 
in an election. Rummel] is still alive, by the way, a fine 
old gentleman. 


Our daughter Margaret had been born on February 17, 
1924. And now, only a little over two years after Eddie 
Jacobson and I had lost our business, I was out of a job 
again. But I had many friends, and in January, 1925, I was 
able to make a connection with the Automobile Club of 
Kansas City where I spent about a year afd a half adding 
to its membership. It gave me a substantial income. 

In 1926, when the election machinery was being oiled 
up by the party leaders, I was slated to run for Presiding 
Judge of the County Court. 


First Meeting With Tom Pendergast. 
I entered the 1926 campaign with reasonably good pros- 
pects of success. Mike Pendergast had suggested that I run 


for County Collector of Jackson County, and I was in a 
willing frame of mind to do this because it was a good public 
office with a substantial income. Mike and I went to see 
his brother, Tom, and discussed the matter with him. He 
said he had already promised to support someone else for 
that job, but he thought, because of my experience as Eastern 
Judge, I ought to be a candidate for Presiding Judge. That 
was my first meeting with Tom Pendergast. 

I was elected that fall with a majority of 16,000 votes. 
I immediately went to work to set up a system of roads, to 
construct new public buildings and to try to get the .county 
on a sound financial basis. 


The County Court previous to the one to which I had been 
elected in 1922 had run the county into debt. 

The roads were in terrible shape in the county, and the 
public buildings were all run down. Some were on the verge 
of falling down 


I made it my. business to go to Chicago and St. Louis in 
order to discuss the matter of county borrowing with some of 
the bankers in those cities, and as a result I finally succeeded 
in getting the interest rate on tax anticipation notes cut to four 


per cent and, eventually, to two-and-a-half. The local bankers 
had had a bonanza at six per cent. 
At this time, Kansas City itself was calling a bond issue 


for a great many improvements, and I got the political bosses 


to agree to let the county propose an issue of road bonds for 
six and a ‘half million dollars. The political bosses and the 
Kansas City Star did not think the county bonds would be 
approved by the voters, but they were; and a second ‘issue was 
later approved for $342 million more in road bonds. and $5 
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/bond issue—that the same idea had been turned down on two

County, with two or three eastern wards of Kansas City added. 
This was the district I hoped to represent in Congress, and if 
I had been permitted to run, I feel confident I could have been 
its representative. I was maneuvered out of this and finally 
ended up by running for the U.S. Senate. 

Two fine and very experienced Congressmen opposed me 
for the nomination of Senator. They were John J. Cochran of 
St. Louis, and Jacob L. Milligan of Richmond, Missouri. Each 
of them had already been in Congress for many years and they 
had wonderful reputations. Fortunately for my prospects, how- 
ever, l had become acquainted with all the County Judges and 
County Clerks in the state of Missouri and was very familiar 
with the operations of the so-called “court house gangs” in all 
the country counties. I had their support when I went into 
sixty of Missouri's one hundred fourteen counties, where I made 
from six to sixteen speeches a day. I made my campaign on 
the basis of support for President Franklin D. Roosevelt.’ and 
when the ,votes were counted, I came out with a plurality of 
44,000 in the primary. I carried Jackson County by 130,000 votes.

Strong Rally Loses Some of 
te—1,920,000 Sales | 
Low for a Month. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5 (AP)—A 
strong rally in the stock market 
lost some of its pep at the close 
today but net gains for the ses- 
sion were excellent.

In Washington there's headwagging over 
the steadily rising total of consumer debt 
But the leaders of the firms that make the 
loans maintain: the vast majority of American 
families who buy on the cuff are still good 
risks—just as they've always been. 

Roughly one-half of American families 
make some instalment payment each month— 
on house, car, appliance or personal Joan. 

Whether that’s good or bad depends large- 
ly on the individual family. Generalizations, or

averages, Can be quoted without proving too much. Some fami- 


lies are bad pay; there always have been some who were: and 
doubtless there always will be. But credit executives insist that 
the delinquencies are stil! holding right around 1 per cent 
of total loans outstanding. . 

CONSUMER FINANCE COMPANIES represented at the 
Boston meeting deal exclusively with cash instalment credit— 
lump sums paid back at regular intervals. They expect to make 
more than three billion dollars in cash loans this year. This 
is a modest portion of consumer credit, which according to 
latest Federal Reserve Board figures totals 3314 billion dollars 
with the instalment phase of it topping 26 billion. This credit 
and its rapid rise this year to record highs admittedly is one 
of the main props of the retail side of the business boom. 

“SOME DEALERS IN THEIR ENTHUSIASM to close a sale 
do overextend themselves creditwise.” Paul L. Selby, executive 
vice president of the National Consumers Finance Assn. said. 
“But a bare minority cause all of the difficulty.” George P. 
Johns, chairman of the credit bureau division of the Associated 
Credit Bureaus of America, says: “Retailers are keeping their 
bad debt losses to less than one-half of 1 per cent. As long as 
they maintain that small loss percentage, there seems to be no 
reason to believe that there’s any great danger.” 

“The American family prides itself on meeting its obliga- 
tions,” he says. “It is a good manager of its affairs. It is the 
best judge of whether is has exterfded itself too far. Consumer 
paying habits are excellent.” 

EVEN THOSE MOST PRONE TO WORRY haven't ques- 
tioned this. Officials who have expressed concern over the 
rapid rise in recent months in the total of consumer debt have 
usually pointed out that in good times like these the billions 
that Americans owe aren't out of line with the even more 
billions that they make or the billions they have saved. Concern 
centers largely in what might happen if the incomes of the 
debtors should be clipped by some general and sharp downturn 
in business. At the moment no such downturn jis in sight, nor 
is any expected. And the finance companies can say without 
contradiction at present: the ordinary American family knows 
what it’s doing—and is still an excellent risk.

Punishing Child Can be Constructive 


Youngsters Themselves Recognize Need for It as a Guide, and So Do Many Experts

OW about listening to the 
H youngsters themselves?

Rosemary — Well, children 
should have freedom, but I 
don’t think to run around at all 
hours.

Harry—Not me, I don't think 
they should all have the same 
voice. The parents know much 
more. All I want is for them to 
understand how the child feels. 

Kirk—I think what 8 child 
needs is strong parents, 

Diana—Well, I know another 
girl, she’s 13, and she tells her 
parents off and they take it. 
I don’t like that. 

Melba—I'd rather have my 
parents lead me and correct 
me. I think a good idea is to 
have flexible rules—but not too 
flexible. I mean we want to 
know what we can do and what 
we can’t do. Even if we break 
a rule we want to know we 
broke it. Otherwise, when par- 
ents say, “You should have 
known better.” how are we 
going to know? 

Harry—I think when you do 
something wrong there should 
be some punishment, but not 
too much. 

Kirk—Oh, I think even if a 
father uses the old razor-strop, 
it’s not going to hurt anybody. 

Diana—But won't it- make the 
child afraid of the parent? 

Kirk—It'll just make him not 
do it again. , 

Diana—Wouldn’t it make him 
resent his parents? 

Kirk—Maybe. for a_ short 
time. He might say, “I'll never 
love them anymore’’—but after 
a couple of hours, it’s okay.

T others you care to talk with, 
seem in their spontaneous 
feelings to reflect a number of 
the insights which the profes- 
sionals in child-care are taking 
hold of today. After two decades 
of laissez-faire, when discipline 
was regarded as a naughty word 
and punishment as “medieval” 
and “sadistic,” the leaders of 
sociology and psychology today 
are following a different course. 

They recognize ‘as children 
have all along) that youngsters 
have a need for discipline and 
that even that nasty old word 
“punishment” can have a con- 
structive, beneficial meaning. 
Today punishment is not seen 
as vengeance; it is an instru- 
ment of teaching. Dr. Gunnar 
Dybwad, director of the Child 
Study Association of America, 
summarized the new approach 
as follows: 

“In recent years we have 
been speaking of punishment 
only as something to be avoid- 
ed. We have been afraid of the 
very word because of a preju- 
dice against it No one has 
written of punishment in a posi- 
tive way—one of our troubles is 
that people have been afraid 
even to pronounce the word 
‘punishment.’ 

“But now we will use the 
word ‘punish’ again and will 
not be afraid of it. For we will 
see that punishment can be con- 
structive.” 

In this,~the social sciences 
are at last catching up with the 
Bible. Without scientific ter- 
minology, with neither statis- 
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tices nor surveys, the Book of 
Proverbs (13:24) simply states, 
.. . he that loveth (his son) 
chesteneth him betimes.” 

It is significant that the word 
“chasten” is employed here for 
this means: “to correct by pun- 
ishment; to purify by freeing 
from faults.” It is thus clear 
that the Bible from earliest 
times viewed punishment as 
constructive, its purpose not 
vengeful but helpful, designed 
to free the child from faults 
and better to prepare him for 
a happy life. 

The hot stove is an example 
of constructive punishment. If 
you touch it, it burns you. Thus 
you learn at an early age not 
to touch a hot stove. The pun- 
ishment is part of the act it- 
self—and you save yourself a 
lot of burned fingers. 

If parents are to use punish- 
ment constructively for their 
children’s good, Dr. Dybwad 
suggests five guide points: 


1. Punishment should have a 
time relationship to the wrong- 
ful act. If a 14-year-old girl 
comes home late from a dance, 
the parent can impose the pun- 
ishment of staying home from 
the next dance. But with a 
three-year-old, there can be no 
such time lapse. If he is pun- 
ished an hour after the wrong- 
ful act he may already miss the 
connection between it and the 
punishment. Thus the educa- 
tional value is lost. 


2. A subject relationship 
makes punishment more con- 
structive. If a child has messed 
up his sister's room, a logical 
punishment is to clean it up. 
If a child has broken a window, 
not by accident but wrongfully, 
a related punishment might be 
to do enough chores to earn 
money to pay for it. 

Even spanking may have a 
subject relationship. If a child's 
misbehavior has taken the form 
of physical violence—such as 
beating up his little brother— 
then the physical force of 
spanking might well meet the 
time-honored requirement of 
letting the punishment fit the 
crime. 

3. The dignity of the child 
should be preserved. No mat- 
ter what form a punishment 
may take, it always must hinge 
upon the fact that one contin- 
ues to love the child as much 
as ever. It is the wrong-doing 
which is not loved. And the 
child must understand this. 

4. The parent-child relation- 
ship must remain undamaged. 
Naturally, no child is going to 
like punishment any more than 
the parent likes administering 
it. But if the parent can help 
his child to see that punishment 
is part of the duty of parent- 
hood, that, in effect, “I punish 
you because I love you” then 
the child will feel neither re- 
jected nor unworthy because of 
it. He will accept punishment 
as “what's coming to him” and 
will recognize that his parents 
administer it out of loyalty, 
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5. If punishment is necessary, 
then punish—but don't perpetu- 
ally threaten to do so. The 
constant threat of punishment 
makes a child unsure of just 
where he stands. A _ punish- 
ment quickly and decisively ad- 
ministered does far more good 
than the over-worked line. 
“Johnny, if you do that again, 
I swear I'm going to... .” 

In the non-punishment era 
we went overboard in letting 
children express or “act out” 
whatever they wanted to: we 
didn’t want them to be “re- 
pressed.” But we have been 
surprised—and shocked—to see 
that some of the acting out is 
worse than the repression.

PUNISHMENT CAN’T 
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HE father of a child who 
T was a critical behavior prob- 

lem complained to a proba- 
tion worker in Los Angeles, “I 
just don’t understand it. I've 
been a pal, a real buddy, to my 
boy.” 

“You may have been a pal 
and buddy,” the probation 
worker replied. “But have you 
been a parent? Don't forget a 
child needs that, too.” 

This I found a common pat- 
tern throughout the country. 
Children need pals, certainly 
(that's why they have play- 
mates), but children also need 
a mother and father who are 
not afraid to be parents. 

At the Family Service Organi- 
zation of Louisville, Ky., Di- 
rector Esther Taylor com- 
mented, “One of our greatest 
problems today is to get chil- 
dren to accept love and author- 
ity from the same source.” Be- 
cause parents have been plied 
with the notion that they had 
to be “buddies,” and because

“authority” has been as naughty | 


a word as “discipline” in the 
lexicon of some of our latter- 
day experts, we have a genera- 
tion of children who have 
largely been deprived of pa- 
rental leadership and strength. 


We have produced a good | 


many wishy-washy parents and 
an outsize crop of child tyrants. 
A case worker at the Wash- 


ington Institute of Mental Hy- | 


giene added, “Some parents 
treat the child as though he 
were the authority in the home. 
They react to his every whim, 
soon giving the child the idea 
that he is a dictator.”

about as bad as any other kind. |

the odious results of it. They 
have seen parents reduced to 
flaccid ineffectiveness.

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needs. They need the vitamin 
of parental authority as much 
as any vitamin in their diets.

This is not to say that the

Authoritarianism is the abuse 
of authority. The parent who 
uses authority properly does so 
with love, understanding, and 
fair play. In the well-run fam- 
ily the parent can be boss with- 
out being bossy. 

“Children feel safer when 
their parents have strength and 
authority,” declared Director 
Elizabeth Porter of the Family 
Service Society of New Orleans 
“Our cases constantly show us 
that the child is disappointed 
when his parents show a lack of 
authority. His need for parental 
leadership is shown in the way 
the child himself invests his par- 
ents with authority. He is proud 
of his father’s strength and his 
mother’s wisdom.

T and you will quickly discover 

that though they may enjoy 
wrapping their parents around 
their little fingers—if they can 
get away with it—still in their 
hearts they yearn for parents 
who are strong and stable. They 
are the first to condemn parents 
who are too weak to rear their 
own children, 

Why do so many parents ab- 
dicate their own authority? I 
put the question to Director 
Samuel Whitman of the Cleve- 
land Mental Health Association. 
He replied, “Because the exer- 
cise of authority takes work, it 
takes responsibility, and it takes 
strain. To build parental au- 
thority upon a base of affection, 
a parent must make a real ef- 
fort.” 

Others pointed out that to 
exercise authority requires con- 
fidence, and lack of confidence 
seems to be a parental disease 
these days. Undoubtedly some 
of the confidence has been 
shaken by the experts them- 
selves, who in recent years have 
too often rung the gong for 
soft parenthood. They have not 
wanted parents to expect too 
much or demand too much of 
their children. 

This tide is turning, too. Di- 
rector Whitman, while citing 
the obvious harm in giving 
nothing to a child and demand- 
ing everything, also pointed 
out “If the parent gives 
everything and demands noth- 
ing, he fails the child, too. He 
fails him not only in the per- 
sonal contract of parenthood— 
but also in the social contract. 
It is each parent’s duty to -so- 
ciety to pass on his or her chil- 
dren the principle that each of 
our rights is counterbalanced 
by an obligation.” 

This is the point at which | 
parental authority becomes, for | 
the child, the symbol of all the | 
various forms of authority he 
will encounter later on. If he | 
can walk over his parents he | 
will try the -same maneuver 
later on with his teacher, his 
employer, and perhaps even 
with his community and govern- |

AYBE some of you won't 
M believe this but the plumb- 
ing drainage system in your 
home is supposed to be as quiet 
as the children who are seen 
and never heard.
